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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


An increase of 13.10 percent in general revenue receipts was recorded in 
August, the second month of the 1979-80 fiscal year. 

General revenue receipts for the new reporting period were $263,992,440, 
representing an increase of $30,578,577 over receipts during August of the pre- 
vious fiscal year. 

In other categories of general revenue, receipts from individual income taxes 
totaled $94,344,782 and were 18.32 percent. 

Corporate income tax receipts for August were $8,519,076, representing a 
gain of $3,474,675, or 68.92 percent. 

Sales tax receipts totaled $133,321,291, an increase of 8.17 percent. 

Receipts on liquor, beer and wine taxes were down 5.50 percent and totaled 
$3,969,486.
